_ The following extract is saken from alat# publication, en- 
titled, ; 
Canorp TuHoucurs; or, an Enquiry into the Caufes of 
Nationat Discontents and MisrortTunes fince the 
Commencement of the prefent Reign. 


This Author, among the many judicious and impartial ob- 
fervations which he makes in the courfe of his work, has the 
following fpirited reflections: on the conduct of Miniltry in their 
appointment of Generals and Admirals : 

Bf the incapacity or mifcondué of thofe who are employed 

‘in the executive department, juftly lie at the door of the 
perfons who have appointed them, never fince the exiltence of 
the Britith nation did any Minifter ftand under fuch an accu- 
mulated load of guilt. Will the moft zealous advocates for 
the prefent Adminiftration deny, that they have been miftaken 
or unfortunate in the choice of the Generals and Admirals to 
whom the moft important commands have been entrulted? 
There are fome fats which carry in 2 face fuch palpable e- 
vidence, that it is impoffible the higheft authority, or the tefti- 
mony of ten thoufand witneffes, cam either {trengthen or dimi- 
nifh the belief of the man who has been made acquainted with 
them. If ever any faét fell under this defcription, it is that to 
which our attention is at-prefent direfted. Is there any perfon 
of reflection in this kingdom, who ftill remains in doubt with 
refpect to the behaviour of Sir William Howe? Is it poffible 
that his perfonal afflurance, or the teftimony of his fellow-offi- 
cers, or their pompous celebration of his- victories at Philadel- 
phia, or the refult of the inquiry in the Houfe of Comnions, 
can now convince any man that Sir William Howe acquitted 
himfelf in the American command as a wife and brave Gene- 
ral, or as a friend to Britain? Nay,. I appeal to thofe who are 
confcious to themfelves of having been originally prepofieffed 
with the ftrongeft fiejudices in his favour, (of which number I 
confefs myfelf to have been one) whether, in a fingle inftance, 
their expectations have been anfwered? Fram the opening of 
the war, has not his reputation been in a gradual decline, till 
at laft he has fank into the moft debafed ftate of, national odi- 
um and neglect? Suppofe your prejudices for the General to 
have been fo ftrong, as to have made you confide in him, not- 
withftanding his retreat from a conquered enemy on Long- 
Ifland, fully fatisfied, that it was more prudent to attack the 
adverfary by regular approaches—if you could have been per- 
fuaded that the flight of ten thoufand men, obitracted by a dan- 
gerous ferry, could have been accomplifhed without any reflec- 
tion upon the vigilance of the General —if you could ftill have 
been fo diffident of your own judgment, # to have admitted 
implicitly of the propriety of lingering at*New York, whilft 
the enemy, who had abandoned it, were occupied in fortify- 
ing themfelves at White Plains ; -after all tiis, could you with 
patienc€ liften to any man, who fhould endeavour to perfuade 
you, that fixteen thoufand nien, flufiiell With victory, ought a- 
gain to have been reftrained from falling upou a_panic-itrack 
army, whofe numbers were fo much inferior to thofe of their 
conquerors ? Could you calmly attend to any vindication of the 
General’s conduct in embarking his troops, and expofing them 
to the. dangers of a tedious voyage, when they might with 
greater fafety have been conducted by land to the place of de- 
{fination, or when they ought to have been employed in fe- 
conding the operations of Burgoyne’s army, who, trufting to 
their ailiftance, had ventured into the moft dangerous paffes of 
the enemy’s country? To the man who would {till contend for 
the reputation of Sir William Howe, would you not reply— 
This is an infult to my underftanding—my confidence is ex- 
haufted—TI have hitherto been {truggling again{t conviction-- I 
have been a dupe to my own credulity and prepoffeflions for the 
wifdom of the Miniftry, and {kilL.@f the General—but now, 
feeling has at once reftored my reafon, and roufed my indigna- 
tion—the difgrace of my country covers me with fhame—the 
injured honour of Britain touches my inmoft foul. How art 
thou fallen, O-thou who wert fo great before !—Where is thy 
fpirit, O Britain! Why does not indignation pervade every 
heart? Why did not Miniftry for once forget their fears? Why 
did not Oppofition forget their refentments? Why did not the 
people, with one voice, «lemand vengeance upon the man who 
had degraded the honour of the nation, and plunged her into 
the loweft abyfs of calamity and difgrace ! If America fhall be 
loft to Britain, it is not the wifdom of a Congrefs, the gene- 
ralihip of a Wafhington, nor the numbers nor the bravery of 
the troops that he commanded, which have effected it. Ge- 
nerations to come fhali, in the bitternefs of their foul, execrate 
the memory of the man who, by ignorance, diffipation, rapa- 
cioufnefs, and treachery, protracted the period of gain and di- 
{tin&tion to himfelf, and fported away the blood aad treafures 
of his country ! 

The appointment of Admiral Keppel to the command of the 
fleet, might, perhaps with propriety, be adduced as another e- 
vidence of the imprudence and ignorance which Miniftry have 
difcovered in the choice of their fervants. In this inftance, 
indeed, a greater latitude of opinion may, in candour, be al- 
lowed. With fuperior force he engaged the French fleet, dif- 
continued the eng»gement, or withdrew from it, though he af- 
firmed that he had foundly beaten them. He declined to pur- 
fue the enemy’s fleet upon a Ice-fhore, that is, whilft he was 
not more than ninety or an hundred miles from land. Hehas 
been tried by a Court-Martial and acquitted, received the 
thanks of both Houfes of Parliament, and the applaufe of ma- 
ny mobs. Sir Hugh Pallifer, the fappoied caufe o$ydifap- 
pointing the Admiral’s expe@ations of utterly deftroying the 
French fleet, has been alfo tried and acquitted. Many think 
it difficult to reconcils thefe two decifions. The ehemics of 
Admiral Keppel: boldly affert, thatdhe did aot do all he raiybt 
have done to ceftroy the Freach Meer, His friends mutt in 
fecret regret, that however inconteftible the Mtent accomplith- 
meats of the hero, and however unblameable his conduct up- 
on the 27th of Jaly 1778, his fuccef$ was but of little mos 
meat: ‘The impartial purtof mankind will obferve, that the 
Admiral has rather bron overp: 1 with applaafe; thata more

liberal proportion of it could not have fallen ta-his thare,if he 
had utterly exterminated the French fleet ; and that it would 
have been both modeft and manly, to have referved fome part 
of it for deeds of uncontroverted fuccefs, and fubftantial fer~ 
vice, rendered to his country. . 

The mifcondu& of Generals and Admirals, though in the 
firft inftance it draws difprace and indignation upon their own 
heads, muft finally redound to the reproach and condemna- 
tion of the Miniftry who employ them. In vain does the moft 
profound wifdom refide inthe Cabinet—in vain are the beft 
meafures concerted and adopted there, if penetration is wants 
ing to difcover the correfponding talents which are neceffary to 
perform and carry them into effect. The great genius of Lord 
Chatham was in nothing more confpicuous than in that fagaci- 
ty with which he penetrated into the talents and charaéters of 
men, with invariable fuccefs feleGting thofe who were moft 
likely to excel in the feveral departments to which he afigned 
them—~and I do not mean to detra& from his merit when t 
add, that this was peitaps the principal caufe of the amazing 
victories and brilliant profperity which fignalized his adminiftra- 
tion. 

In defence of the condué of our prefent Minifters it has 
been pleaded, that at a period of emergency, which required 
the moft intimate and cordial union at home, they did well to 
purfue healing meafures ; and in order to convert and divide 
Oppofition, what plan more fpecious, than to commit the moft 
critical operations of the war to Generals and Admirals who 
were connected with it? I am not, in general, difpofed tw 
think well either of the wifdom or honour of that policy, which 
poltpones the intereft of friends, in order to weaken and de- 
feat the intrigues of enemies—but I oppofe argument as well 
as — to this favourite plan, of calling out the retainers to 
an oppofite faction, to command ¢rmies and fleets which were 
to engage in expeditions of which they profefled to difapprove 
upon principle. Might it not have been forefeen, that the mif- 
condué or misfortune of fuch men, would furnith Oppofizion 


| with new arguments in fupport of the opinions which they had 
| announced from the beginning of thefe difturbances ? If fuccefs 


fhould not crown the attempt of Generals, who, by the tefti- 
mony of all parties, were the moft deferving of truft, and of 
whofe abilities Minifters efpecially muft have been convinced, 


| (fince no other motive could be affigned for employing them ) 


| it vain and ruinous. 


if under them American rebellion grew more obftinate and ran- 
cOrous, the caufe was defperate, and the farther profecution of 
The friends of Oppofition had not the 
fame motives to prompt them to a circumfpe& and vigorous 
exertion, which mu{t have influenced the friends of Miniftry ; 
and if they really could have had the iniquity to betray, thei? 
country, they might have done it without an equal hazard of 
cenfure and difgrace. The conduét of Generals and Admi- 
rals in the intereit of Miniftry, would have been diligently in- 
quired into—operations conducted by them would hsve been 
watched with a jealous eye—every inftance of bad fuccefs ex- 
amined with the fevereft fcratiny, and aftual mifcondué fer 


| forth in fuch colours, as to have drawn on them the certain 


| vengeance o the nation. 


Under the confcioufnefs of guilt no 
hope of mercy could have been entertained. But fuppofe nei- 
ther the abilities nor the integrity of Generals and Admirals, 


| who have been employed by Miniftry, could have been called 


in queftion, were cordial obedience and bold exertions to be 
expected from men whofe minds were warped by conneétions 
in a different intereft, and who, from the habit of oppofition, 
had been inured to controvert and defpife the fentiments of 


_ thofe from whom they were to receive their orders? When a 


fenfe of gratitude and zeal for the honour of a benefa@or co- 
operate with principles and regard to the public welfare, there 
is ground to expect the richeit fruits of genius and abilities. 
The critical junture of affairs required a combination of all 
thofe qualities, which, in the ordinary courfe of things, infare 
the fidelity, vigour, and fuccefs, of thofe who led forth the 
armies and fleets of Britain. T'o the imprudent choice of Mi- 
nilters, in preferring the friends of Oppofition to the mot im- 
portant trufts in the executive department, we have good rea- 
fon to afcribe fome of the moft difcouraging cireumftances 
which occur in the prefent ftate of the nation. Difipation, 
trifling, and treachery, have been vindicated—retreats aad 
fruitlefs rencounters have got the name and the praife of victo- 
try—the ftandard of national valour has been lowered—the 
multitude have fhouted—the fober part of tke nation have been 


conftrained to acquiefce in the ridiculous and farcical triumphs.

Your determination to avoid an engagement with your prefent force 
is certainly judicious. I hope the Pennfylvanians have begun their 
march before this, but J have no information of it. General Wayne 
has béen pretied, ‘both, by awgrefs and the Board of War, tom:ke as 
mich expedition as poflihie,-and extraordinary powers aie given ¢> him 
to enable him to proctre provifions. 

Extra& of a private intercepted letter from General Wajhing- 
ton to the Marquis ce la Fayette, dated New Windfor, May 
gt, 178. : 

HAVE juft returned from Weatherfield, at which I expected to 

have met the Ccunt du Rochambeaw and Count de Barras; but 
the Britith fleet having made its appearance off Block Ilind, the, Ad- 

Miral did not think it, prudent to leave Newport. Count Rochambcau 

Was only attended by Chevalier Chatellux. Generals Knoxand Dupor- 

tail were with me. 

Upon a full confideration of our affairs in every point of view, an at- 
tempt upon New York, with its prefent garrifon, (which, by eftima- 
tion, is reduced to 4500 regular troops, and about 3000 irregulars) was 
deemed preferable to a fouthern operation, as we had not the command 
ef the water. The reafons which induced this determination were, the 
danger to be apprehended from the approaching heats, the inevitable 
diffipation and lofs of men by fo long a march, and the difficulty of 
tran (portation; but above all, it was thought that we had a ‘tolerable 
profpect of expelling the enemy, or obliging them to withdraw part of 
their force trom the fouthward, which laft would give the moft effectual 
relief to thofe States. The French troops are to march this way as foon 
as certain circumftances will admit, leaving about 200 men at Provi- 
dehce, with the heavy ftores, an¢ 500 militia upon Rhode-Ifland to fe- 
cure the works. 

, Jam endeavouring to prevail upon the States to fill up their battalions 
for the campaign, if they cannot do. it upon better terms, and to fend 
in ample and regular fupplies of provifion. Thus, you perceive, it will 
be fome time before our plan can be ripe for execution, and. that a 
failure on our part in men and fifpplies may dyfeat it 3 but fam in hopes 
that the States in this quarter will exert themfelves to attain what has 
Jong been a fayourite, and is an important objeét to them. 


Copy of an intercepted letter from General Wafbington to Ge- 
ntral Sullivan, dated Head Quarters, New Windfir, May 
29. 1781, . 

Dear Sir, 

I HAVE been favoured with your two letters of the 2d and 17th May, 

the former reached me at Weathersfield, after I. had met the 

Count de Rochambeau at that place ; from which time to the prefent 

moment, my whole attention has been fo occupied by a variety of con- 

cefns, that I have been hitherto involuntarily prevented from doing 
myfelf the pleafure of writing to you. 

Wo. arguments were neceflary to convince me of the great public uti- 
lity, which would refult from the fuccefs of the plan you propofed lay- 
ing before Congrefs.—Had 1 been unapprifed of the advantages which 
might be derived to our caufe from a fuccefsful attempt, or even a 
powerful diverfion, in that quarter, the reafons you have offered would 
have carried irrefragable demonftration with them, and induced me 
to be of your opinien. But the perplexcd, diftreffed, and embarrafled 
ftate of our affairs on account of fupplics (with which you are well ac: 
quainted); the languid efforts of the States to procure men, and the 
infuperable difficulties in the way of tranfportation, wou'd, I appre- 
hend, haye rendered the fcheme (however devoutly.to be wilhed and 
defired) abortive in the firft inftanee.—And, T mult inform you, there 
is yet another obftacle, which makes the attempt you have fuggelted 
abfilutely impratticadle, with the means you propofe, but which I dare 
not commit to paper, for fear of the misfortune, which has alread 
happened to fome of my letters. ‘

drawing togrther men and fupplics, agd the fpur, which an attempt 
againit that place would give to every exertion, were among the rea- 
fens which prompted to that undertaking, and which premifed the 
faireft profpeét of fucce:s, unlefs the enemy fhould recall a confiderable 
part of their force from the fouthward; and, even in this cafe, the 
fame meafare which might produce difappointment in ene quarter 

would certainly, in the event, afford the greatett relief in another. . 

While an opportunity prefents itself of itriking the enemy a fatal 
blow, I will perfyade myfelf the concurring exertions of Congrefs, of 
the feveral States immediately concerned, and of every individual in 
them who is well affeied to our caufe, will be united in yi Iding eve 
ry poflible aid om the occafion. At this crifs, while I rejoice at the

Copy of a letter from the Marquis de la Fayette to General 
Wajhington, dated Wilton, Nerth Side of Famer River, 
May 18.1781, . : ' 
Dear Genfrat, 
HAVING been direéted by General Greene to take command of | 
the ttoops in Virginia, I have alfo recived orders from him, 
that every acconnt from this quarter be immediately tranfmitted to 
Congrefs, and to your Excellency. In obedience to whieh I thall have 
the honour to relate our movements, and thole of the combined armies 
of the enemy. : } . 
When General Phillips retreated from Richmond, his project was to 
ftop at Williamfburgh, there to colle& contributions which he had 
impofed. ‘This induced me ¢o take @,pofition between Pamunky and 
Chickahamony rivers, whith equally covered Richmond and fome o- 
ther interefting parts of the State, and from whence I detached Gene- 
ral Nelfon with fome militla towards Williamsburgh. 
Having got as lowdown as that place, General Phillips feemed to 
difcover an intention to. make a landing ; but, upon advices received 
by a veffel from Portfimouth, the enemy weighed | anchor, and, with 
all the fail they could ‘croud, haftened up the river. This intelli- 
gence made. me apprelenfive that the enemy intended to manceuvre 
me out of Richmond, where Ureturned immediately, and: again col- } 
lected our fimall force.

Lord Cornwallis (who T had been affured to have embarked at Wil- 
mington) was marching through North Carolina ; this was confirmed 
by the landing of Gencral Phillips at Brandon, fouth fide of James Ri- 
ver. Apprehending that both armies would move to meet at a central 
point, I marched towards Petersburgh, and i tended to have ettablilh- 
ed a communication over Appamatox and James River; but, on the 
gth, General Phillips took pofleflion of Peter-bargh, a place where 
his right flank being covered by James River, his front by Appamatox, 
on which the bridges had been deltroyed in the firtt of the invafion, 
_ and his left not being attackable but by a long circuit throu gh fords 
that at this feafon are very’uncertain, { could not, even with an equal 
force, have got any chance of fighting him, unlefs I had given up this 
fide of James River, and the country from which reinforcements are 
expected. be : ore 

It being at the enemy’ choice to force us to an aétion, while their 
own polition infured them againft our enterprifes, [thought it proper . 
to thift this fituation, and marched -the greater part of our troops to 
this place, about ten miles belo. Richmond. Letters from General 
Nath, General Sumner, and General Jones. are pofitive as to the arrie 
val of Colonel ‘Varleron, and aunounce tle: of Lord Cornwallis at 
Hallifax. . ‘LNG ae 

Having received a requeft from North Carolina for ammunition, I 
made a detachment of 500 men under General Muhlenburg, to efcort 
20,000 cartridges over Appamatox; and to divert the enemy’s atten- 
tion, Colonel Gimat, with his batta'ion and four field pieces, cannon 
aded their pofition from this fide the river. I hope our ammunition 
will arrive.{afe, as before General Muhlenburg returned, he put it in 
a fafe read, with proper directions. 

On the 13th, General Philips died, and the command devolved on 
General Arnold. 

General Wayne’s detachment has not yet been heard of ; before he 
atrives, it becomes very dangerous to rik any engagement, where (ci+ 
ther of the Britith atmies being valtly-fuperior to us) we thall certainly 
be beaten ; and by the lofs of arms, the difperfion of the militia, and 
the difficulty of a junétion with General Wayne, we may lofe a lets 
dangerous chance of refillance. 

‘Thefe contiderations-have induced me to think, that, with our fo 
vesy great inferiority; and. with the advantage the enemy have by their 
cavalry and naval tuperiority, there would be much rafhnefsin fighting 
them en any but our ground, and this fide the river; and that an en- 
gagement, which J fear will be foon neceflary, ought if poffible to be 
deterred ti'l the Pennfylvapians arrive, whom I have by feveral letters 
requelted to haften to our afliflance. 

No report has lately come from near Halifax, though a very adtive 
officer has been fent for that purpofe ; but every intelligence confirms 
that Lord Cornwallis is hourly expeéted at Peterfourgh. It is trae 
there never was fuch difficulty in getting tolerable intelligence as there 
is in this country, and the immenfe fuperlority of the enemy’s horfe 
renders it very precarious to hazard our {mall parties.

I had given anfwers ta two propofitions which Monf. de Roch- 
ambeau foreiaw the American General would make; and it appears 

he has approved of.them: I fhould be defirous with refpeét to the o- 

perations to follow the memorial you have fent to me. \ You will fee 

my anfwers, as well as my obfervations, from what Monf. de Rocham- 
beau writes to you. I widh they may meet With your approbation. 

‘The Englifh fquadron has-not been feen fince the 23d. 

As it is decided that the fquadron is to proceed to Bofton, J thall 
quickly repair thither, to haften the departure of the men they are o- 
bliged to furnith me with, to the number of goo, to complete the thips 
complements.
